The Senate last week voted to accépt 
the statue of Epmunp Buske offered 
to the American people by the British 
Branch of’ the Sulgrave. Institution. 
A fitting site is to be assigned in the 
City of Washington. .The statue is 
to be a replica of the one now stand- 
ing in Bristol, England, which was 
commissioned in 1803 from’ the late 
Havarp Tuomas. His son, Captain 
Gsonce THOomaAs, also.a sculptor, is to 
have the. direction. of the making of 
the replica for the United States. 
The inscriptions on the pedestal at 
Washington, besides recording the 
circumstancés of the gift, are expected 
to include quotations from Lord. Mor- 
tgy and from Burks himself. The

THE POOR MAN’S COURT. | 

It 1s the boast’ of the Municipal 
Court of the City of New York that it 
pia ** the poor man’s court.’’ The Legal 
Aid Society is, in point of fact, ‘the 
poor man’s lawyer, The. forty-sixth 
annual report:of the society reveals a 
clash between the two which should be 
of deep interest to the Mayor of New 
York, who is nothing if not the friend 
of the people: 
During the past year the society has 
taken charge of 26,294 cases and re- 
covered for its clients a total of $145, - 
$03.97. The average expense to the 
society. per case was $2.35. About 
ene-third of the amount recovered was 
collected without litigation. The aver- 
age sum recovered per casé, in court 
and out of it, was $5.54. This expense 
to the society of $2.35 for a saving of 
$5.54 to its clients may seem dispro- 
portionate; but much more is Involved 
than a” question of overhead charges. 
Tt is the aim of. the society to remove 
frotn our democracy the stigma of the 
charge ‘that there ts * one law for the 
rich and another for the. poor.’’* Its 
success, moreover—both financial and 
moral—would have been far greater if 
it had net encountered obstacles in the 
negligence of the clerks of certain 
gourts and-in neglect of duty on the 
parts of certain city marshals. This 
is particularly true of Brooklyn, where, 
according to Hazrron L. ‘WINTHROP 
Ir., President of the society, **no: col- 
“ lection has ‘been made by a marshal, 
** on an execution issued by our as- 
“ sistants, nor. has any money been 
“ collected, during the past year.’” 

For the negligence of the clerk there 
is a shadow of excuse in the pressure 
of housing litigation. The trouble with 
the marshal, as described by Leonanrp 
McGer, attorney-in-ciief for the ‘so- 
Clety, 1s that the authorities permit; 
him “ to accept only those [collections) 
“that. involve sufficiently large 
** amounts, thereby ‘netting him some 
" substantial return for his efforts.’
